Harrassment is a Class B misdemeanor which carries a 
ootential penalty of six months in county ]aii and/or^ 
a S 1 000 ^ine. The commission of this act is especial 
aggregious'in that a high standard of care is expectec 
of teachers who have constant access to and authority 
over their students.

G complaint does appear to fall into
